power, Counsel went on to say that the 
facts were ay follows:—On April Ista, 
1016, an attack was made by the troops’ 
in Kongmoon.- Lung Chai-kwong’s forves 
were in Kongmoon and the Repubiican 
army was attacking them. The attackers, 
in the first instance, gained the’ upper 
hund, but the defenders were later rein- 
forced, and they drove them away again, 
The whole of the disturbances, whatever 
they wer, had subsided by the forenoon 
of April 20th, No fire:took place during 
any of those disturbances, certainly not 
the fire with which they were concerned.
